laid jj Brewer deceased, is hereby authorized and empowered-

with the approval of the judge of probate of said county
to bargain, .sell, grant and convey at public or private sale,
any or all of the real estate of which the said James M.
Brewer died seized, for such sum or sums of money and
on such terms as in his judgment may seem for the best in-
terest of said ward.
